‘This splendid new steamship performed her 
trial trip-om Independence Day, and the experiment 
waa.worthy of the.cecasion, 
speaking of her. performance it may be well 
briefly to describe her. She is 240 feet in length, 38 
feet beam, her. depth of hold being 24 feet.-; She 
has. three decks, the height between each. being 7 
feet 6 inches. |The. Ocean Bird.is. 2,260 tons but- 
den—that is, carpenter's measurement. She has. 
four boilers, containing over 5,400 feet of fire snr- 
face. Cylimder diameter, 65 inches, and 12 feet: 
stroke.. What :is, important .in reference to acci-* 
dents is, that she has, in eddition to the ordinary 
kelson, heavy plate-iron. kelsons, which form air- 
tight chambers .20 inches in width. They are crosa- 
braced with iron bars, forming life boats-or water 
tanka;\and upon which rest. the lower deck beams, 
thereby connecting with heavy iron clamps the 
dead woods and lower deck, which makes it almost 
impossible for the ship to strain in-iany sea-way:
